'hus Mr. Mastérman, who in his preface, in-
deed, implies that the Paraguayans were *‘a
band of alaves, madly redisting the very men
who offer thom freedom and indopendencs,
in his amwn.lu fquotes the opinion of *‘a
gentleman ri cently returned from the Plate,
who has had unusually good opportanities of
forming o correet judgment,” thal “‘the war
WAS intandod, from the ftirst, to be one of
utter exterminution;:” that it wey “‘intention-
ally protracted, in the hope that the unfor-
tunate Paragusyans would dis from want and
disense; and that Brazil intends to abrorb all
ghe has left of the Republic.”

allowed (o be carried out helore the eyes ol
clviliged mankind without a finger being
pnised to prevent it. The world has alko secn,
on {he part of the nation so to be exterini-
nated—les Poland again be the instance—
resistance of 118 most heroie character. nnder
chiefs whoze geninff wog galled forth by the
very omergencics in woich they fonnd theuw-
selves placed. put wont the world has nol
ssen is this—a smmdl peopls thus hemmed in
on all sides by neighbors immeastirably richer
than itself in men, money. physical re=ourees
of all kinds, yet exhibiling such superior
conrage and endurance to that of its enemies,
s horoism so undannted that ils resixtance
nist Bave been successful, but for the inoa-
peeily, the cowardice, the gelfishuoss, the
ciwelty of the chief, whom yet it followed
from first to lasl with absolntely unswerving
faithfulness,

Now that the records of the war are before
the world, it is perfectly clear that nothing
that has been said, in the pages of this jour.
nal or elsewhere, in favor of the moral powers
of resistance of Daraguay bas ever been ox-
aggerated, 'I'ne ¢ 0 clement that has not
been taken into acconnt has been the chance
that all those powers might be utterly thrown
away, from being wislded by a lranecisco
Lopez,

Nothing is more marvellons than Colonel
Thompson's aocount of the slender resonrces
upou which Paraguay entered upon the war,
An army of about 50,000 men; perhaps 100, -
000 horses in the whole counntry, “‘only half
of which could gallop two or three miles;”
much of the cavalry and almost all the in-
fantry armed with mere flint-lock carbines
and muskets; the grenter part of the artillery
congisting “‘of old boneycombed iron guns

robably teken by ships for ballast and
sronght to Paraguay * * * like the guns
whi do duty as posts on Woolwich Com-
mon;” the heavy artillery all smooth-bores,
only a few rifled IZ-pounders; a nevy ol
seventosn stoamers, all mmall, and all but two
passenger vessels; drugs scarce from the be-
ginning, In the conrse of the war theartillory
was in great measure recruited at the cost of the
enewy, the Parsguaynns, oven on iwo ocea-
sions when defeated, bringing often with
them pieces of larger calibre than any they
bad, whilst among the gang manufastured by
themselves out of all the church bells and
copper ssucepans in the country, two whols
batteries were cast expressly to fit S.ponnder
rifle shells, ‘‘which the enomysent over in pro-
fusion, and the greater part of which did not
burst;” and another large gun to fit Whit-
worth's 150-pounder shot, *'of which some
thousands were collected,” During the whola
war ‘‘I'sragusy mnever received supplies of
any kind from abread, except those taken in
Matto Grosso and Corrientes,

Wkat could not, however, be supplied from
the stores of the enemy wius—wmen, This
want the Paraguayans could only meet by
showing themselves a matoh for him at con-
stantly unequal odds. This they seemn to
have done invariably, In the uaval battle of
the Riachnelo above referrcd to seven armed
merchant veasels, one G.gun paddle ship made
for warlike purposes, and six flat-bottomed
boats, attroked the Brazilian flest of nine fins

its devastations.” But that the noblest by
far of all the South American peoples nhould
have so perished, self-sacriticod to a third-rate
tyrant like Francisco Lopez, will remain one
of the darkest moral viddles of history. It is
idle to talk of the Paraguayans as mere slaves,
when they have shown so magnificently that
they conld fight and die like freemen.

Foreign ltems.

—A correspoudent at Pesth, writing on the
19th of November, says:—'‘The insurrcction in
Dalmatin is being watched with great interest
by the Sluvonians in Hungary, whose organs in
the press openly express their sympathy with
the Insurgents. A bitter feeling against the
riile of the Magyars is very general among these
Slavonluns, and their opposition to the Govern-
ment s greatly assisted by the aristoeratic and
clericnl influences which are exerting thetmselves
to mdermine the existing state of things. The
vanse of this discontent i8 that the Magyurs,
with all their boasted respect for chartored
rights, do not scruple to violute those of the
nationalities nnder thelr rale. In Hongary all
who do not belong to the Magyar race are looked
ipon and treated as parinhs, There moy be no

tunger in thus treating the patient Germans in
Transyivanin, but  the lmpualsive EBlavonic
faces, which constitute the great mnss

of the population of the Kingdom, are quick to
revenge an injury, and so greatly ontnumber the
Muagyars that if they nnited against the domi-
nauk race there would soon be an énd to Mugyar
rule In Hungary. Morcover, there s great dis-
tress in the country owing to the backwardness
ol ugriculiure and the ruinous condition of the
fpavces. The municipal budget of the capital
alrendy shows a deficit of a million and o bhalf;
all the pew public undertakings have falled, and
huwve been bought up al nominal prices by Jews
or Germnns., Gross incompetency, lu o word,
Las been shown in all the departments of Gov-
ernment since the adminlstration of Hungary
wig placed Inthe hands ol the Magyars, and it
has become evident that the present state of
tuings capnot lnst much longer.”
